Indced 
Private Calamitics often —_—— particu- 
lar Mcn for other Reaſons ; arc not al. 
ways intended (for -the Puniſhment of Sir, 
neither are they infallible Symptoms of the 
Wrath of God againſt thoſe that arc thus 
viſited. But wherea City; a Metropolis, and 
in that a. whole Nation 1s concern'd, and 
where the Jadgnaent is ſodreadfully remark- 
able, fo full of Terror and Amazement as 
that of *þ Day; we muſt not think. thac 
Providence plays it ſmall-games, and onely 
recreates it {CK}. with rheſe ſportive Tragedics, 
dcſigning nothing worſe than its own Dz- 
verſion : No, God docs not uſc 1o ſertor/ly 
to 7rifle, nor Feſt wich Nations -whety he 
deſtroys them. © Such ſignal Judgmentsarc 
cy dent Signs that he 1s ſolemnly Angry and 
in good earneſt. That we do bur fondly de- 
lude our own Conſcicnces, an4 aggravate 
the Provocation, by wipcing our Mouths 
and plcading Innocence. This 1s plainly to 
give his Vengeance theLze, and to contra- 


dict 
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diet that wotul Truch, which he knows bet- 
cr than our ſelves. 'Tis as vain to difſemble 
our Guile tothe World alfo. For God hath 
made us Notorious to all that arc round a- 
bout us : and they muft be very dull and 
- inadvertent, that do not olferve our Shame, 

with a very diſtinct and Judicious Notice ; 
and the City in Flames, Beacond and 
Blaz'd it abroad to the whole World. And 
how ſhall we Juſtific our ſelyes before Mer, 
whom God ſo publickly and _— —_—

they may juſtly alledg his Judgments ro our

And every one of theſe, Conſtiturcd a Par- 
ey, of a diſtin&t Denomination from all Man- 
kind beſide. That the whole Nation was, 
almoſt, wnchurched,, and nothing in the 
World, but a Pack of Schiſmaticks, ſhuff- 
led rogether without anv Uniformity or Co- 
hearence. The Bady of Chriſt was rended 
Piece-mecal; and the divided Mcmbers, like 
Bones in a Charnel houſe, lay unmatched rand 
no man could tell how they related. Every 
Man wasa Chriſtian, Every Man a Saint ; 
(and almoſt cvery -mana Church too,) bur

Battlc-Royal with one another. And this 
gave the Encmy an Advantage, cqual to that 
of their own Strength. Art length the City 
being Storm'd, an accidental Brand, ſet Fire 
o'the Temple; which no cndcavours could 
quench, till both the Ciry and Temple were 
leveld with the Ground, 

Indeed this Ciry hath been Guilty of ma- 
ny other Popular, and provoking Sins; that 
doubtleſs were Acceſſary to her Ruin : Bur 
then they are tor the moſt part, the Mon- 
{trous 0f-ſpring of the former, and begor 
between Schiſm and Rebellion. Atheiſm: 
hath made its Party ſtrong, by our Diivſions

in the Church. Many have been tempted 
to be of no Religion, becauſe there is fo 
much controverſy about the True. Popery, 
chat we are ſo willing ſhould bear all the 
Blame, has taken hold of the Advantage:

cauſe Babylon, forſooth, 1s a City more at 
Unity in it ſelf. Prophaneſs has cntcr'd at 
the ſame Breach; and the Scrvice of God 
hath been miſerably negle&ted, through the 
ſuſpcn{ton of the Laws, in Favour of ſquea- 
miſh Conſciences: neither hath the Grace 
of God had its duc cffe&t upon the minds 
of Men, in ſuch a divided State: for that 
is ordinarily reſtrained to the Communion 
of the Church, and hath no where cngaged 
to follow Runnagates, in all their cxtrava- 
= Rambles, and Flyings-out. So that Men 
ave been left Defenceleſs, both by God and 
che Law; to the Temptations of the Devil, 
and the Incentives of their own Luſts: and 
no marvel then, that they arc ſo Licentious 
and Prophane. 
And that Rebellion hath becn as good a 
Friend to Vice, as Schiſm, we need nor que- 
ſton. For it is a Sin of that prodigious 


Bulk , that where it centers, it makes an In-

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. rodeintothe Conſcience, and leaves an open 


Paſſage to all the leſſer Fry, to cnter afrer it. 
B-ſides, it is a Propagating Sin, and Many arc 
the natural Iſſue of it. Such as Fierceneſs, 
Revenge, and Murder, &c. For they that 
have been Fleſb'd and Blooded in an tinnatu- 
ral War, and have ſecn Thouſands Wal- 


lowing upon the Spot; are paſt trembling 


at a ſingle Man's Fall: eſpecially ſuch as 
have been Murderers by Profeſſion, and E- 


ſpouſed THE wrrighteous Cauſc.To theſe we 
' may add Rapine and Injuſtice: tor what can 


come amiſs to thoſe Mens Hands, that have 
been uſed ro Plunder Palaces, Rob Church- 
cs, and Prey upon'the ſequeſtered Rights of 
Gods Inheritance * Laſtly, Curſing and Swear- 
ing, Whordom and Drunkenneſs, arc no where 
ſo aptly taught as in an Army, the School of 
Debauches. Nor were thcy ever fo openly 


| practiſed im this Nation, as they have becn 


ſince that unhappy time. And what clſc 
could be cxpectcd , but that wickedneſs 
ſhould break in, like a Torrent upon us; 
when all the Bonds of Reſtraint were broken 
and cvery Man lett ro do what was Right in 
his own Eyes?
